Roosevelt on Southern Women. 

At the breakfast given the president 
and Genera] Wright at the Gayoso by 
the ladies of Memphis Governor Mc- 
Millin, General Joe Wheeler and others 
were present. In response to @ toast pro- 
posed in his honor by Judge Hammond, 
on behalf of Mrs. Hammond, President 
Roosevelt responded as follows: 

„I do know of southern women, for I 
am wie son of one of them. (Applause.) 

“Tf anything could add to my pleasure 
At being here on behalf of the nation, to 
speak of the debt of gratitude that we 
owe to General Wright. the way he has 
stood for whatever is highest and best in 
the nation out in the Philippines, it would 
be to have the chance of meeting Mr. 
Wright (Applause.) I wish to say here 
that no small part of our future success 
in dealing with the people in the Philip- 
rines wail depend upon the social attitude 
taken by our leading representatives to- 
ward them and the work, and a great 
debt of gratitude is due not only to Gov- 
ernor Wright for the work he has done 
in his sphere, but to Mrs, Wright for 
what she has done in hers, ( Applause.)

Altegether it was a splendid tribute to 
the affection and esteem in which Gen- 
eral Wright is heid at home, that Mrs. 
Wright is also exceedingly popular was 
made apparent by the applause which 
greeted every reference to her. This was 
especially market at the Auditorium when 
the president referred to the fact that 
his mother’s brother served in the con- 
federate navy under her father. who was 
Admiral Semmes,

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Refuge’s from Guatemala Tell of 


the Devastation Wrought by 
the Volcano 


AN AVALANCHE OF LAVA 
WHELMED THE COUNTRY

Beneath the Red-Hot Mass Every- 
thing Living Was Burned—The 
Earth Was in Commotion 
While the Volcano Was 
in Eyuption. 

San francisco, yovember 9.—The first 
of the refugees from the devasted lands 


of Guatemala arrived today on the Pa- 


cific mail steamer City of Para. They 
came from the districts of the inland sea 
and traveled over a country laid waste 
by sand, ashes and pumice before 
reaching a railway station. From the 
latter place they made the journey by 
rail to Champerico and there took the 
steamer to San Francisco. 

They sailed on November 7, when the 
volcano was still smoking and the rum- 
bling of thunder and flashes of lightning 
gave evidence of more eruptions to come. 
These people fied from their plantations 
‘in fear for their lives. They escaped to 
the seaside with little more than the 
clothing they wore, transportation be- 
ing so difficult as to preclude baggage. 
The refugees confirm stories of loss of 
life. They say that the victims for the 
most part are Indians. They had not 
heard of any white persons being lost. 
Thousands of Indians were asphyxiated 
or buried in the sand. Miles of planta- 
tions are under ashes and absolute ruin 
is the lot of many planters. One refugee 
comes from within a half hour’s ride of 
General Barillos and brings information 
that the general and his family are safe. 

A cablegram received here when the 
first eruption occurred stated that Gen- 
eral Barillos had been asphyxiated. The 
refugees say that it is not the crater of 
Santa Maria that is in action, but a 
smaller mountain rising from one of the 
western slopes of Santa Maria, called El 
Rosario. 

Robbers Are Swarming. 

Bands of robbers are now swarming the 
desolated sections, robbing and murder- 
ing refugees on the road and looting the 
abandoned and desolate plantations, 

These left behind on the plantation, 


it is said, are in danger of death from 


starvation, as the food supply has been 
cut off and there is no way to send sup- 


plies. 

The steamer City of Para met evidences 
of the velcanic eruption soon after leav- 
ing Ocos. Great quantities of pumice 
were found floating on the water and 
some of the pieces were about the size 
of a man's head. The sea was covered 
with the stuff. ‘When the vessel got up 
off the coast of Guatemala the shore 
was seen to be covered with a light 
ash. At Champerico there was about 
half an inch of ashe over the roofs of 
the houses and the ground was covered 
as though there had béen a snow storm. 
Ashes were then falling, although it 
was sixteen days after the first erup- 
tion. During the night of November 6, 
just a, few hours before the City of 
Para salled out of the port, loud rum- 
blings of the earth were heard and heavy 
reports as of distant thunder came from 
the direction of the volcano. „ 

Word has been received from Miza- 
tenango, on the outskirts of the ruined 
territory, stating that Friday, October 2, 
at about 5 o'clock in the evening, Santa 
Maria opened a crater on the west side 
near its base and not far from Nei- 
vetta, and all that night it beiched forth 
volumes of ashes and lava. 


IRL SLEEPINC 


SELF TO DEATH 


For Twenty-Four Days Delia 
Mulligan Has Slumbered 


Girl Is in Good Physical Condition, 
but the Doctors Fear That She 
Will Never Wake Up—She 
Has Spoken Only 
Once. 


New York, November 10. (Special. 
This is the twenty-fourth day of the re- 
markable sleep of Delia Mulligan at the 
J. Hood Wright hospital, where she has 
lain since ehe was taken unconcsious 
frem No. 546 West One hundred 
and eighty-fifth street, after being 
asphyxiated by gas. The case resembles 
that of Nellie Corcoran, who recently 
died after lying in a coma for three 
weeks, but if anything it is more puzzl- 
ing than the latter. 

This is due to the fact that the girl is 
in good physical condition with normal 
pulse, temperature and respiration, but 
she still sleeps on and will, the doctors 
fear, never wake up. 

For several days her jaws were set, 
and it was found necessary to administer 
food. through a tube inserted in her 
nostrils. The jaws relaxed after a time 
and food is now given her through the 
mouth in the natural way. The asphyx!- 
ation resulted in the formation of a 
small blood clot on the brain, the doctors 
think, and the girl is suffering from a 
paralysis which has taken from her the 
power of speech entirely. 

The girl has spoken only twice since 
she was found. On each occasion she 
roused herself for a few minutes only 
and then she was evidently in a delirium 
and imagined herself in Ireland. Every 
known method has been tried to arouse 
her without success. Oxygen has no ef- 
fect on her, a strong electric battery has 
been as powerless. She lies in sleep that 
is apparently natural, peaceful and un- 
disturbed by pain. The doctors said to- 
day that her condition was unchanged.

The earth 
was in continual commotion, shaking 
dewn buildings and causing much de- 
struction from the quaking. All the terri- 
tory aheout Palmer, San Felipe, Pueblo, 
Nueve and Retaiquien was buried under 
ashes. Many of the plantations were 
buried unde from 5 to 7 feet of debris, 
and all hope of ever reclaiming them had 
deen given up. The whole neighborhood 
for miles was a burning wilderness. 

At Mazatenango, on the south side of 
the volcano, only ashes had fallen, and 
not to such a great depth that it was 


not possible to save some of the planta- - 


tion property. News from that town said 
hundreds of refugees were collecting there 
and many more were pushing on to places 
farther away from the volcano, fearing 
further destruction. Many of the refu- 
gees were without bread or shelter, and 
their condition was pitiful. At that place 
most of the buildings had been badly 
damaged, if not completely destroyed, by 
the earthquakes. When the last word 
came frcm Mazatenango, fifteen days 
after the first eruption of Santa Maria, 


the earth had been in constant trembling.

BISHOP CANDLER MAKES 
AN EXCELLENT ADDRESS 


Interesting Report Made by Presi- 
dent James Dickey for Emory 
College — Bishop Candler 


Speaks Again at Night 
Session. 


Bishop Warren A. Candler presided for 
the first time over the north Georgia 
conference, of which he was a member 
for twenty-three vears before his election 
as bishop four years ago, when the con- 
ference converied in thirty-sixth annual 
session in the First Methodist church yes- 
terday morning at 9 o’clock. 

The main auditorium of the church pre- 
sented a lively scene when this, the larg- 
est Methodist conference in the world. 
began to assemble, and when Bishop 
Candler rapped for order there had gath- 
ered together about 460 members of the 
conference, both clerical and. laymen, 
from all points in the northern part of 
the state, and representing about 100,000 
members of this Christian denomination. 

In his opening address before the con- 
ference Bishop Candler spoke of the for- 
mer relation he had sustained to the 
members of the body, when, as a regular 
member of the conference for twenty- 
three years, he had attended the meet- 
ings. He congratulated the members 
upon the excellent attendance and felt 
confident of a successful session, provided 
the members remembered that they were 
not legislators, but the members of the 
church of Christ, and had gathered to- 
gether for the purpose of furthering the 
interests of His kingdom. He took occa- 
sion to caution the ministers against be- 
ing over-confident of the success which 
had attended the efforts of the church 
and maintained that Georgia Methodists, 
though They were strong in numbers, still 
had to work if success was to continue.

Mitchell Declares He Is Opposed To 
- Separating Bituminous - Miners 
from the Anthracite Work- 
ers—Preacher Follows 
Mitchell on Stand.

Scranton, Pa, November 19 After be- 
ing on tke stand for four and one-half 
days, President Mitchell, of the miners’ 


union, completed his testimony at neon, 


today before the anthracite coal commis- 
sion. During his ordéal he was examined 
by his own attorney ond those of the 
Erie company, the Delaware and Hud- 
son, the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, the Lehigh Valiey, and the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading Coal and Coke 
Company. and also the attorneys of the 
independent operators. He was follow ed 
on the witness stand by Rev. Peter Rob- 
erts, the Congregational minister, who 
has studied the anthracite coal industry 
and has written a book on the subject. 
He was stili on the stand when the com- 
mission adjourned for the day. 

One of the most important things 
brought out by the cross-examination of 
President Mitchell was his emphatic dec- 
laration that the miners were opposed to 
separating the bitumincus miners from 
the anthracite workers, thus creating two 
organizations. He made this reply to a 
question of ex-Congressman Simon Wol- 
verton, counsel for the Reading company, 
as to whether it would not be better to 
have separate organizations. Mr. Mitch- 
ell’s answer was that it would not be 
possible or desirable. The anthracite mine 
Workers have had independent orguniza- 
tions in the past.

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Murderer of Robert Remmet 


Are Executed in Mexico, 


Over a Year Spent in Tracking the 
Robbers and Murderers, and 
When Caught They Were 
Immediately Shot on 
Scene of Crime. 


Mexico City, November 19.—In June, 1901. 
Robert Remmet, an English manager of 
mines near Zacualpan, in the state of 
Mexico, was killed in his own house by 
a band of robbers who knew that he and 
his wife, with a considérable amount of 
money and jewels, intended to depart 
next day for England. There were twelve 
men in the band. They went to Remmet’s 
house, which was in a solitary place, 
and found the Englishman in bed. He 
heard the noise and told his wife to 
hide her jewels. He then admitted the 
men and showed them a box containing 
his money. The robbers took the money 
and shot him dead in the presence of 
his wife. 

On pain of immediate death, Mrs. 
Remmet gave up the jewels. The men 
were about to kill Mrs. Remmet, but were 
frightened away and she escaped and 
hid in the woods until morning. 

The Mexican authorities have spent 
over a year in tracking the robbers, all 
of whom were captured. They were 
given a fair trial. The judge in the case 
was sent from this city. Governor Vil- 
lada, of the state of Mexico, put forth 
special efforts in the matter. This morn- 
ing on the spot where the tragedy occured 
the three chief perpetrators were shot, 
and the others were sent to prison for 
long terms.

UBIECTED 10 


Voled for Unanimously by Major- 
ity of Educational Committee 


Several Members Express a Desire To 
Have a Further Consideration, 
but Bill Will No Doubt Go 
to House at Once for 
Final Action. 


Unless a majority of the members of 
the house committee on education, of 
which J. N. Holder, of Jackson, is chair- 
man, should request a further considera- 
tion of the measure in committee meet- 
ing, the child labor bill by Mr. Houston, 
of Fulton, will be reported to the house 
at once with a recommendgtion that it be 
Passed. 

The committee held a lengthy meeting 
yesterday afternoon and heard final ar- 
gument for and against the bill. Shortly 
after 8 o'clock last night the committee 
held an executive session lasting barely 
five minutes, and those present voted for 
a unanimous recommendation favorable 
to the measure. As soon as the commit- 
tee adjourned, however, several members 
who, it was stated. were not present dur- 
ing the executive session, expressed a 
desire to have the measure further con- 
sidered before making a report to the 
house. 

In answer Chairman Holder said that 
if a majority of the members made such 
a request of him he would refrain from 
reporting on the bill, but otherwise the 
bill would be reported on favorably with- 
out delay. In the event further coneidera- 
tion is not had a minority report may, 
in al] probability, be submitted by several 
members of the committee.

Provisions of the Bill. 

The Houston bill provides that no child 
under the age of 12 years shall be em- 
ployed in or about any factory or manu- 
facturing establishment unless a widow- 
ed mother or totally disabled father is 
dependent upon the labor of such child 
and hus no other means of support. 
Also, that no child under the age of 10 
years shall be so employed under any 
circumstinces. It is further provided in 
the bill that where children, supposed to 
be above the age limit, are employed in 
factories, the parents or guardians must 
make proper certificate of the child’s age; 
a false representation being punishable as 
for a misdemeancr. 

The bill likewise stipulates that no 
child under the age of 14 years shall be 
employed at labor in any factory between 
the hours of 7 p. m. and 6 a. m., and that 
mill operators violating this provision 
shall be punished by a fine or imprison- 
ment. Aiso, trat no child under 14 shall 
be employed who cannot read and write 
his o her name and simple sentences in 
the English language. 


BOARD FIRE UNDERWRITERS. 


Officers Elected at Meeting in Lou- 
isville. 

Louisville, Ky., November 19.—The an- 
nua] meeting of the Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee board of fire underwriters, which 
was held in this city today, was fraught 
with considerable interest, owing to the 
fact that it was the first general meet- 
ing of that body since the 25 per cent in- 
crease in rates throughout the two states 
went into effect. The reports of the offi- 
cers showed that the new schedule had 
proved generially satisfactory, though it 
was suggested by President Frank Sny- 
der that, on acount of the heavy ratio of 
loss in Tennessee, another advance should 
be made in thai state. 

One of the fcatures of the meeting was 
an appeal for lower rates made by T. M. 
Gilmore and J. B. Thompson, of this city, 
on behalf of the distillers. They urged 
that the present rates were out of propor- 
tion to tre ratio of losses and declared 
that the whisky interests were forced to 
bear unnecessary burden. At the conclu- 
sion of the appeal, Prasident Snyder stat- 
ed that the miatter would be referred to a 
committee, whicn would make investiga- 
tions and recommend such action as it 
deemed proper. Previous to the arrival 
cf the distillers’ representatives, nowcver, 
he declared. that if it was the intention 
of the whisky men to obtain a reduction 
in rates and then try te persuade other 
companies to make a still greater cut, he 
was oppcsed to granting the r2auest.

After a warm 
discussion the section proposing to in- 
crease the tax on dispensaries to $1,000 in 
counties of more than 20,000 and to 800 
in other counties, was defeated, and the 
dispensary tax was left at $200, just where 
it stood last year. 

The committee at the instance of Mr. 
Jones, of Doughterty, and others, took 
up the section taxing liquor dealers $50 
for each county into which they ship 
liquor to any one but a dealer, and voted 
adversely on that, thus striking it out of 
the bill. 

When these two matters had been dis- 
posed of Chairman Reid had some inter- 
sting things to say.

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URING a meeting of the general 
D judiciary committee of the house 

yesterday afternoon a favorable 
report was made on the bill by Messrs. 
McHenry, Knowles and Ennis, of Flayd, 
providing that all prison-made goods of- 
fered for sale in Georgia should be la- 
beled as such. The measure was amended 
by the committee so as to make it read 
that the label should be placed on prison- 
made goods whenever practicable and 
that those who would knowingly sell 
goods of this make without the label 
should be guilty of a misdemeanor.

and the Colombian government, which 
may delay an agreement upon the terms 
ot a canal treaty beyond the time in 
which it had been expected to conclude 
the treaty. Secretary Hay has furnished 
the Colombian minister, Mr. Concha, with 
a memorandum setting forth the position 
of the government, which was prepared 
by the secretary after he had received a 
similar memorandum from Mr. Concha 
defiring. the Colombian position. 

There are differences which must be 
reconciled before a treaty can be drawn. 
It has been believed until now that all 
was favorable to a speedy conclusion of 
an understanding between the two gov- 
ernments. It is apparent that Mr. Hay 
has taken firm position and did not adopt 
all the terms proposed by Mr. Concha, 
or some especially desired by the Colom- 
bian government. It has been understood 
that the discussions that have been held 
during the pendency of the negotiations 
have touched more upon what is regarded 
by this government as less important 
matters of consideration than on the ma- 
terial points involved, 

It is assumed that Mr. Concha will re- 
fer the points of variance to his govern- 
ment and thus time will be consumed, as 
it will take several days to get a reply 
from Bogota to his inquiries. 

To what extent the differences may 
prove obstacles in way of a cosumma- 
tion of a treaty remains to be seen. Sec- 
retary Hay appreciates that any treaty 
must be acceptable to the senate and has 
informed himself quite fully on the views 
of senators before stating terms which 
he has laid before the Colombians. 

It is now indicated that the Colombian 
congress may not be convened until Jan- 
uary in order that the state of Panama, 
which is to be materially affected by the 
construction of a canal, may send a full 
delegation to that body and participate 
in the consideration of the treaty.

The responsibility of sovereignty 
in the Orient has to reckon with pe- 
riodical visitations upon the swarming 
native population of famine and pes- 
tilence. In her long suzerainty over 
India, England has had to cope with 
frequently recurring calamities of the 
kind. It is said that mone of the 
countries of Asia are ever entirely 
free from plague or famine, and the 
same is true of the populous islands 
of the Orient. 

In acquiring the Philippines the 
United States has a similar moral 
rroblem on her hands. As it is a 
characteristic of our nation to do char- 
ity with a lavish hand, it is probable 
that we will meet the full expense of 
any needed Filipino relief, and from 
all reports from the archipelago mil- 
lions will be required in adequately 
ministering to those of our native de- 
pendents there who are suffering from 
malignant epidemic and famine. Chol- 
era has been raging in some portions 
el the Philippines for more than a 
year, the deadly rinderpest is rapidly 
cxterminating the water buffaloes, the 
native beasts of burden, and to aggra- 
vate these wholesale afflictions, the 
rice crop has been so much of a fail- 
ure as to ccuse widespread destitu- 
tion, amounting in some sections to 
actual famine. Rice being the staple 
diet of the Filipinos, as of other east- 


res ad ac ae rl af 
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and one that the president could have, 
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ically impoverished and naturally im- 
pecunious inhabitants from even a 
partial failure of this crop is not to be 
lightly regarded. It is reported that, 
while the rice crop did poorly the past 
sea con, much ot the shortage is due 
to the fact that Filipino planters, and 
particularly the small peasant farm- 
ers, were so eager to take advantage 
of the high prices obtained for hemp 
that they planted it to the exclusion 
of their food cereal. The rice supply 
of the Philippines is scanty in the 
most favorable seasons. 

While our government is giving as 
little prominence as possible to plague 
and famine conditions in our $20,000,- 
000 purchase, the press reports from 
Manila suffice.to show that insular 
conditions are serious enough to have 
made necessary the appropriation of 
millions of dollars to buy rice and 
charter steamers to carry it to tne 
suffering districts. The relief of 
stricken masses of humanity is one 
of the white man’s inevitable burdens 
in colonial exploitation, and as we 
take up ours in the Philippines, we 


iil, if we accept the foreign colony as 
a setiled policy.

There are any 
number of dogs that will take“ a bear's 
trail and follow it for a short distance, 
but a first-class bear dog must chase a 
bear all day and bay him alone, if nee- 
essary, for hours at a time until his 
master arrives on the scene. Good horses 
are almost as important as good dogs. 
They must be trained to stand without 
hitching, to travel the roughest of roads, 
to feel their way through swampy soil, 
and not to shy at gun fire. 


The average weight of male bears 
killed in the Mississippi bottoms is 450 
pounds and of females 375 pounds, but 
within 2 miles of Smede’s eiding, where 
President Roosevelt and Stuyvesant Fish 
will make their headquarters during the 
present hunt, scores of bears have been 
shot which weighed upward of 500 
pounds. Major Bobo tels of a black bear 
which he killed near Tuitweiler that 
tipped the scales at 60 pounds, measured 
6 feet 4 inches from nose to tai] and 8 
feet 7 1-2 inches from nose to hind claw. 
This animal measured 68 inches around 
the chest and one of his front claws 
was 4 inches long, measured on the 
curve. 

Charles B. Corey, curator of the de- 
partment of ornithology, in the Field Co- 
lumbian muse of Chicago, has hunted 
black bears in the Mississippi bottoms, 
and he relates the following story:

WORK OF THE LIFE SAVERS. 


Gratifying Results Shown by Report 
of Superintendent. 

Washington, November 19.— The general 
superintendent of the life saving service 
has rendered his report for the year 1902. 
It continues to show most gratifying re- 
sults from the work of this humane 
organization. The number of disasters 
to vessels within the scope of the 
operations of the service during the 
year was greater than ever before with 
the exception of the years 1898 and 1901, 
yet the loss of life was very small. The 
number of lives lost from vessels—those 
of five tons burden or over—was only 19, 
While 6 were lost from smaller craft— 
sail boats, row boats, etc.—making a 
total of 2—a number far below the 
average. 

The amount of property imperiled was 
greatly in excess of that of any previous 
year in the history of the service, owing 
to the unusual number of large vessels 
involved. The loss of property, how- 
ever, was comparatively light. The num- 
ber of disasters in documented vessels 
was 38. On board these vessels were 
3,424 persons of whom 19 were lost. The 
estimated value of the vessels was $9,- 
253,630, and that of their cargoes 3, 139, 
380, making the total value of property 
involved $14,393,010. Of this amount $12,- 
125,220 was saved and $2,267,990 lost. The 
number of vessels totally lost was 51. 
In addition to the foregoing there were 
$61 casualties to undocumented craft—sail 
boats, row boats, etc.—carrying 708 per- 
sons, 6 of whom perished. The value of 
property involved in these instances is 
estimated: at $174,120, of which $167,575 were 
saved, and $6, 54 lost.

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PRESIDENT WALTER RESIGNS. 


Not in Harmony with the Directors 
of the Lehigh. 

Philadelphia, November  19.—Alfred 
Walter, president of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Company, has resigned to take 
effect November 30. Differences of opin- 
ion regarding the management of the 
company are assigned as the reason. 

The resignation of President Walter 
was presented to the board of directors 
of the Lehigh Valley Company, which met 
this afternoon. It was the first meeting 
of the board that President Walter had 
attended for some time. When the di- 
rectors had assembled President Walter 
arose and said: 

“Gentlemen: I hereby tender my resig- 
nation as president of the Lehigh Ve"-- 
Railroad Company,.“ and immediately 
left the room. 

President Walter went at once to New 
York. None of the directors would dis- 
cuss the resignation. 

There has been much criticism lately of 
the president, and he has several times 
felt called upon to defend his policy. The 
adverse comments on the company’s ar- 
fairs has had the effect of lowering the 
price of the stock. Following the an- 
nouncemepnt of Mr. Walter's resignation 
the stock became quite strong on the 
local exchange. 
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Kelly's Australian Ballo bil 
Passed by 93 to 33 


‘Was Amended So as to Apply in Ev- 


ery Respect to Primary HZilec- 
tions—Will Now Go to Ben- 
ate, Where It Is Expected 
To Pass. 


The Australian ballot bill by Dr. T. J. 
M. Kelly, of Giascock, was passed by the 
house of representatives yesterday hy a 
good safe majority, the vote standing on 
the roll call 9% to 33. The measure nom 
goes to the senate, where ft is saſd it is 
in high favor, and will probably be passed. 
by that body within the next week and 
sent to the governor for his approval. 

The bill went through the house with 
remarkably little debate, only two or 
three short speeches being made, and 


practically all of these were in its favor. {| 


The consideration of the measure was had 
in committee of the whole house with 
Mr. Felder, of Bibb, in the chair, and it 
was amended by the committee until it 
was gotten in as near perfect sl@pe as 


possible. 

The bill came up as the special order 
immediately after the reading of the 
journal, and it was at once suggested 
that the house go into committee of the 
whole for the purpose of amending ft. 
Numerous amendments were offered, but 
they were principally for the purpose of 
getting the bill in proper legal shape. 
none of them materially changing any of 


its provisions. 

The most important amendments that 
were adopted made the bill applicable in 
all of its features to primary electi 48 
well as to all regular elctions, state, 
county, municipal and national. The 
members seemed anxious that the same 
safeguards should be thrown around tie 
primaries as are given other elections.. 

Debate Was Very Brief. 

Most of the time was consumed in 
offering amendments and explaining the 
tenor and effect of them. Then each sec- 
tion was adopted separately by the com- 
mittee and the bill was put in such saape 
that when it went back to the house 
nothing remained to be done but to adopt 
the amendments and then vote on the bill. 

When the committee of the whole had 
finished te work Dr. Kelly moved that 
it report the bill back with the recom- 
mendation that it be passed as amended. 
Mr. Knight, of Berrien, offertd as a sub- 
stitute that the bill be reported unfavor- 
ably. This brought Mr. Franklin, of 
Washington, to his feet with an earnest 
appeal that the measure should be al- 
lowed to go to the house and reach a 
vote. Mr. Flynt, of Spalding. followed on 
a similar line, urging a favorable report 
and the passage of the measure, Both 
Mr. Flynt and Mr. Franklin have done 
hard work in behalf of the bill. 

Mr. Knight made a brief talk in behalf 
of his motion, declaring that the measure 
contemplated unnecessary legislation. 
especially for his section of the state. His 
motion was lost and the favorable report 
was then adopted. 

As soon as the bill was reported back 
and the report of the committee had been 
adopted Mr. West, of Lowndes, secured 
the floor and spoke against the bill. He 
argued that it contemplated important 
legislation and — — members had 
not had time to properly consider it. At 
the conclusion of his remarks he moved 
that the bill be tabled. The yeas and 
nays were called on this motion and it 
was lost by a vote of 79 to 4. 

As chairman of the committee on spe- 
cia] judiciary which made the favorable 
report on the measure, Mr. Flynt, of 
Spalding. had twenty minutes in which 
to conclude the debate in behalf of the 
bill. This time he gave to Dr. Kelly, its 
author. In view of the fact that the 
hour of adjournment was close at hand, 
the members refusing to extend the time 
of the session, and Dr. Kelly desiring an 
immediate vote, he decided not to occupy 
any time with argument. 

The vote then followed with the result 
stated—the passage of the bill by 93 to 33. 
Many of the members who were in at- 
tendance on the session earlier in the day 
were not there when the vote was taken, 
All of Fulton’s representatives, Messrs. 
Slaton, Houston and Blackburn, voted 
for the bill. 

What the Bill Means. 
Dr. Kelly's bill contemplates the intro- 


duction of the Australian ballot system ’ 


into all elections held in Georgia. This is 
the secret method of conducting elections 
by which the voter is so hedged around 
with safeguards that no one need know 
how he votes: nor can he who would 
purchase another’s vote know for certain 
that the goods are delivered. 

The bill applies this system to all elec- 
tions held in the state, whether primaries, 
state, county or municipal] elections. It 
provides for an election superintendent 
in each county, three managers and three 
clerks at each polling place, the number 
of polling places, the form of ticket. how 
illiterate and disabled persons shali be 
assisted in voting, how the secret booths 
with covered ways to the ballot boxes 
shall be constructed, and all the details 
necessary to put the measure into effect, 
It is in part modeled after some of the 
most satisfactory laws on this line now 
m operation in other states. It is pro- 
vided that the measure shall not inter- 
tere with any of Georgia’s registration 
laws, and that it shall go into effect July 
1, 1908. 

The complete bil] as passed by the house 
is published elsewhere in The Constitu- 
tion. 

Dr. Kelly deserves a great deal of credit 
for the persistence with which ne has 
worked for the passage of this measure. 
He has had the bill before three legisia- 
tures and has at last met with the suc- 
cess, in part at least, that he coveted for 
it. He had able assistance in preparing 
the bil] and every detail of it was care- 
fully goné over before it was introduced.

LIGHT SENTENCE 


Convicted of Assault and Bat- 
tery--Elias Smith Given 
Life Term, 


Verdicts in three murder trials were 
rendered yesterday before Judge I. 8. 
Roan in the criminal superior court, 
which places the session on reoord as re- 
markable. 


William Johnson, charged with the 
murder of Emmett Mitchell, was convict- 
ed of assault and battery, a misdemeanor. 
He was sentenced by Judge Roan to 
serve six months in the Tower and to 
Pay a fine of 6500, in Meu of which he is 
to serve twelve months in the county 
chaingang, 


Elias Smith, a negro, who was ‘placed 
on trial Tuesday afternoon, was found 
guilty of the murder of Charley Groves, 
another negro, and, on recommendation 
of the jury, was given a life sentence in 
the penitentiary. 


Alamanza White, a negro, charged with 
the murder of Asbury Hinman, a- negro, 
was sentenced to a ten-year term in the 
penitentiary for voluntary manslaughter. 
A consent verdict of voluntary man- 
slaughter was reached between counsel 
for the state and the accused, after the 
evidence was in. N 

This business was all finished and 
Judge Roan adjourned court for the day 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The jury in the Johnson case was out 
twenty-two and a half hours before agree- 
ing upon a verdict. The jury retired 
Tuesday morning at 11:80 o'clock and the 
verdict Was announced yesterday morn- 
ing about 11 o’clock, 

The verdict of assault and battery was 
made possible under the charge of Judge 
Roan. He charged that if the jury be- 
lieved certain things to be the facts of 
the case, it would be authorized in con- 
victing the prisoner either of assault with 


intent to murder or of an assault and 
battery. 


Johnson Sentenced. 
In sentencing Johnson, Judge 
said: 


“The jury has been extremely kind to 
you in finding you guilty of a misde- 
meanor. If it had seen fit, it could have 
convicted you of murder without a recom- 
mendation, and I doubt if your able 
counsel could have overturned the ver- 
dict. You are a good looking young man 
and seem to possess the elements that 
constitute a magnificent man if you 
would but give them their natural trend. 
It affords me no pleasure to bring pain 
or distress upon your father, whom 1 
have known for years, Your kin people 
in this city are among the best. 

“But for a sense Of official duty, 1 
might treat this offense as a slight mis- 
demeanor, but I could but remember 
that the facts which brought about 
your conviction of assault and battery 
had a dead man to commence with. 
Whether you are responsible for his 
death I do not know. For your own 
sake, for the sake of your father and 
friends, and for the sake of law, I want 
to save you from yourself and give you 
time to reflect upon a better and more 
correct way of living than, as the evi 
dence developed, had been exercised in 
the past.” : 

Johnson was represented by Attorneys 
Arnold & Arnold. Elias Smith was rep- 
resented by Attorneys S. C. Crane and 
John B. Suttles and Alamanza White 
was represented by Attorney T. W. 
Rucker. Bolicitor Charley Hill appeared 
for the state.

The time of the afternoon session was 
occupied by the woman’s society for 
Georgia missions, This session was pre- 
sided over by Mra, J. H. Davis, vice presi- 
dent of the society. This meeting was 
called at 2 o'clock and the devotional 
exercises were led by Mrs. G. W. Har- 
lan.

New Orleans, November 19.—Early

WET FIRECRACKER 


Probable Wind Up of Charges 
Against President Gompers 


Committee of American Federation 
Will Probably Report This Af- 
ternoon—James Lynch May 
Enter Contest for 
President. 


New Orleans, La., November 19.—The 
special committee appointed to consider 
the charges made by President Shaffer, 
of the Amalgamated Association of Stecl, 
Iron and Tin Workers, against President 
tompers, of the American Federation of 
Labor, will report tomorrow, probably in 
the afternoon. As an investigation it will 
terminate in the exoneration of President 
Gompers and as a sensation it will prob- 
ably wind up in the wet firecracker class. 
Mr. Shaffer has not only failed to sub- 
stantlate his charges. but a member of 
the committee is authority for the state- 
ment that he has never made any to 
that body at least. He has appeared be- 
fore the committee and when he came 
away declared he had presented his 
charges. The committee says he did not 
formulate them. In the absence of direct 


accusation there can be but one end to. 


the investigation. 

The convention today wrestled with 
the subject of the autonomy of trades 
councils and the matter was not exhaust- 
ed when the adjournment was taken at 6 
o'clock. Foolds of oratory were poured 
out, but nothing was definitely settled. 
The chief fight of the day came in the 
old struggle between the United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners and the 
Amalgamated Association of Carpenters. 
The former organization asked for the 
revocation of the charter of the latter be- 
cause of alleged pratices contrary to the 
interests of the trade union movement. 


its avowed object being to force the other, 


organization into its own ranks. After 
several hours of debate the matter was 
referred to a commission of eleven, five 
from each organization and an umpire to 
be mutually selected. The commission is 
to meet on or before March 1, 1908, and 
endeavor to bring about an amalgamation 
of the two organizations. No promise 
was made. however. by either organiza- 
tion that the amalgamation would be 
made. All histilities are to cease pend- 
ing the meeting of the commission, The 
faction in the convention which is op- 
posed to the reelection of*President Gom- 
pers has as yet been unable to fix upon a 
rival candidate. Vice President James 
Duncan has refused to commit himself in 
either direction and James Lynch, of the 
Typographical Union, is now spoken of as 
a candidate. No selection has been made 
as yet, however.

The committee on resolutions reported 
on the resolution that Porto Rican labor- 
ers be taken to Hawaii are being III 
treated and should be returned by the 
United States government to Porto Rico. 
The committee recommended that the 
charges of ill treatment be investigated, 
and if found to be correct, a petition for 
the return of the men to Porto Rico be 
_resented to the government 

A resolution to send a fraternal dele- 
gate to Germany next vear provoked a 
long discussion. It was finaNy terminat- 
ed by the announcement of Vice Presi- 
went Duncan that there will be no trades 
union congress in Germany next year. 
The whole thing was laid on the tame 

A resolution condemning the recent re- 
ported utterances of President Eliot. of 
Harvard college, in favor of scab“ work- 
ingmen was reported upon favorably by 
the committee, and its action was in- 
dorsed by the convention. 

The first paragraph of the resolution 
as originally introduced commenced: 

‘Whereas, the head of the foremost 
American university, President Charles 
W. Eliot, of Harvard,“ etc. 

Secretary Agard, of the resolutions com- 
mittee, called attention of the committee 
to the word ‘“‘foremost,’’ saying that the 
committee had changed the word to 
prominent, as the members of the resolu- 
tions committee did not believe that an 
institution which would retain at its head 
a man capable of such expressions as 
those represented of Mr. Eltet could by 
any possibility be the ‘foremost’ uni- 
versity of the country. Delegate oJseph 
B. Allen, of Philadelphia, desired that the 
wording be changed to the head of one 
of the degenerate universities,’’ 

Delegate Lighthall, of Chicago, declar- 
ed that President Harper, of Chicago 
university, and John D. Rockefeller, the 
founder of the institution, were both op- 
posed to the union movement and they 
were trying to secure control of the pub- 
lic schools in that city and that laboring 
men were endeavoring to counteract the 
movement bv organizing the teachers 
into unions. The resolutions as amended 
by the resolution committee were unani- 
mously. No second was made to the mo- 
tion of Delegate Allen. P 

The McComas bill now pending before 
the United States senate, providing for 
increased pay for all overtime on govern- 
ment works, was indorsed by the com- 
mittee and the recommendation wags 
adopted by the convention. 

The executive council recommended 
that the application of the United Broth- 
erhood of Carpenters and Joiners for the 
revocation of the charter of the Amal- 
gamated Society of Carpenters be de- 
nied, because both bodies are component 
parts of the American Federation of La- 
bor and that the charges had not been 
substantiated. The delegates of the 
brotherhood, Duffy and Bohnen, objected 
to the report of the committee and con- 
tended that there was not room enough 
in the country for two organizations cf 
the same craft.

British Soldiers Finally Storm 
Stronghold but at Very 
Heavy Cost. 


Simla, India, November 19.—Cofonél 
Tonnechy, commanding the south column 
of the British expedition, engaged in put- 
ting down the uprising of the Waziri 
tribesmen on the Afghan frontier, found 
a strong tower at Gumatti, held by six 
outlaws, who refused to surrender. The 
shells from the British guns made little 
impression on the fort till evening, when 
the tower was stormed and all its de- 
fenders were killed. 

The British losses were comparatively 
heavy. Besides Colonel Tonnechy, who 
was very severely wounded, Captain G. 
White, of the Third’ Sikhs, was killed 
while leading the storming party, and 
Captains Davies and Houston and Lieu- 
tenar{ Airy and eight of the native 
troops were wounded. The tower was 
razed. 

General Egerton arrived at Shiwa yes- 
terday and captured the head man and 
several of the villagers. Colonel McRea, 
commanding the first column, signaled 
from Spinwaner Monday that he had 
surprised and captured the village and 
had taken 250 prisoners. Some war mu- 
nitions also fell into the hands of the 
first column.

Charlotte, N. C., November 19.—(Spe- 
clal.)—It is believed here that nator 
Jeter C. Pritchard will give to the pres 
shortly a statement that may cau.
